CARE HIATUS 
AT BABY UNIT 


Downgrade of maternity services now extended until March 


CAMPAIGNERS have reacted with 
incredulity after being told the 
downgrade of the maternity ser¬ 
vice at the Horton General Hospital 
will continue until the spring. 

The Oxford University Hospitals NHS 
Foundation Trust (OUH) has said the 
maternity unit would continue to run 
a midwife-led service, with no consult¬ 
ants, until at least March, instead of 
January. 

The temporary downgrade-which star¬ 
ted this month due to difficulties recruit¬ 
ing doctors - means women with high- 
risk pregnancies need to go to the John 
Radcliffe Hospital in Oxford instead. 

At a community partnership meeting 
for Cherwell on Friday, trust represent¬ 
atives assured those present, includ¬ 
ing Banbury MP Victoria Prentis and 
South Northamptonshire MP Andrea 
Leadsom that it was still working hard 
to recruit middle-grade obstetricians to 
reopen a full service and added they had 
made some appointments. 

But Keith Strangwood, chairman of 
the Keep the Horton General campaign, 
said: “It doesn’t sound right. They’ve al¬ 
ready got four doctors confirmed. They 
could go and get locums. 

“People who have had their children 
at Horton say the midwives are doing 
fantastic job, but we are hoping and

praying the service will come back.” 

The trust has said a team of nine doc¬ 
tors was needed to safely run a consult¬ 
ant-led service at the Horton, although 
at the time of the downgrade it had six. 

Mrs Prentis said: “Every day that the 
unit is not fully open is a worrying one. 
It’s very difficult to question figures like 
that but the unit was operating with six. 

“Whether that was good, bad or safe I 
don’t know. This is part of the problem 
with transparency What we need is to 
be talked to about it.” 

A proposal by Banbury campaigner 
Val Ingram to retain services by run¬ 
ning elective caesareans for Oxford¬ 
shire women at the Horton was also 
dismissed by the trust. 

Writing to Ms Ingram, OUH chair¬ 
woman Dame Fiona Caldicott said 
about 60 of such 141 procedures in 
July and August could not safely have 
been carried out at the Horton be¬ 
cause of complex foetal and maternal 
issues. She added the model suggested 
by Ms Ingram had been “tried else¬ 
where and found to be unsafe”. 

OUH chief executive Dr Bruno 
Holthof said: “We are disappointed 
that we cannot return obstetric-led 
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maternity services to the Horton in Jan¬ 
uary as hoped and we will continue to 
advertise widely, offering an enhanced 
package to attract the candidates we 
need. We cannot run the obstetric-led 
service without the staff for it to oper¬ 
ate safely.” 

Meanwhile, visitors to A&E at the 
Horton have experienced lengthy waits 
over the past few weeks. Attendances 
are more than seven per cent higher 
than last year, with waits of up to eight 
hours at A&E reported. 

OUH clinical services director Paul 
Brennan said: “We are trying hard to 
treat our patients as quickly as possi¬ 
ble and are co-ordinating with partners 
across the county”

Where good old fashioned service comes as standard 
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Work under way to clear up derelict building before its redevelopment begins 


WORK has begun to clear a derelict 
building in Banbury left 'to rack and ruin' 
for more than 20 years before it is finally 
redeveloped. 

The former Crown House office block 
was purchased in the last two months by 
investment firm Brickmort which has said 
it intends to build flats on the site. 

The 36,000 sq ft building in Bridge 
Street has been closed for two decades 
and reportedly been used by people 
sleeping rough and taking drugs. 

Sean Savage, the director of Brickmort, 
said: "It was in a terrible state on the 
inside. We are clearing out the pigeon 
faeces and needles so architects can get 
back in.lt was left to rack and ruin before 
we took over." 

The company is in talks with with 
Cherwell District Council to extend the 
site and convert it into a mixture of 58 
two- and three-bedroom flats. 

It has been made secure and CCTV 
cameras are being installed while 
Brickmort awaits the results of a 
development application. 

In 2013, the council applied for a 


compulsory purchase order (CPO) to buy 
the boarded-up site from owners Slighte 
Limited, but it was thrown out by 
government. 

John Donaldson, the council's lead 
memberfor housing, said: "It's a bit of a 
concern whether the buildings are up to 
standard but at least there's something 
happening after all this time. 

"It really is hugely frustrating that you 
have these sites which you can do 
nothing about, but we are very hopeful 
about Crown House. 

"It's a prominent building. We will keep 
fingers crossed but it has to be 
workable." 

He added that he expected the council 
will 'know where we are at' by Christmas 
ahead of a planning application and full 
consultation. 

Earlier this year, Brickmort entered into 
a long-term lease with Cherwell to 
refurbish former office block Town Centre 
House through the council's building 
programme. It has since been turned into 
39 one-bedroom apartments that are 
now on the market to rent.

On-the-spot £250 
fines for fly-tippers 

A COUNCIL is introducing £250 on-the- 
spot fines to try to tackle the rise in fly¬ 
tipping in North Oxfordshire. 

There were 558 cases last year, up 
from 447 the previous year, but just 
nine prosecutions. 

Cherwell District Council’s executive 
has now agreed to introduce on-the- 
spot fines for smaller amounts of 
rubbish in a bid to tackle the problem 
The council’s lead member for clean 
and green Debbie Pickford said: “ 

“It is not always to big fly-tips but the 
smaller offences where people drop it 
over garden fences or on footpaths. 

“It is pure laziness, not a very nice 
way to behave and most of all costs a 
fortune to the taxpayer.” 

In the past year, a fly-tipper was 
prosecuted after a passer-by filmed him 
dumping fencing slats, conifer cuttings 
and a tree trunk at The Link in 
Banbury. Another case saw 30 bags of 
rubbish weighing 880kg dumped near 
Hardwick Lock Field Bridge.

Ltd. 


Canal stretch will receive maintenance 


A PICTURESQUE stretch of canal running 
from Banbury to Oxford is to receive some care 
and attention in time for the winter. 

A small army of Canal & River Trust 
engineers, conservationists and contractors 
will be on the canal in the coming weeks as 
part of the trust’s national £43m winter 
maintenance programme, which sees 2,000 
miles of canals, rivers and docks undergo 
essential repairs before the colder months 
draw in. 

The canal’s historic walls at bridge number 
193, just south of Banbury, will be repaired and 
lock gates and brickwork repaired and 
replaced at lock number nine, Napton. 

A set of lock gates at Bakers Lock, number 40, 
near Kirtlington, will be replaced as well as a 
set and brickwork at Nell Bridge Lock, number 
32, near Aynho. 

Charlotte Wood, regional construction 
manager for the South of the Canal & River 
Trust, said: “The waterways in Oxfordshire are 
a real gem, but they are more than 200 years old 
so need plenty of looking after. 

“Keeping them running requires constant 
maintenance, so we’re using this winter 
period, when there are fewer boats travelling 
on the canal, to get as much done as we can.” 

Lock gates typically last about 25 years, 
helping to conserve water and allow boats to 
travel up and down the canal. 

Each new made-to-measure lock gate weighs

several tonnes and is handcrafted from 
seasoned oak to fit in the lock chamber. 

The overhaul comes ahead of a planned 
formal consultation on tough restrictions on 
the activities of boaters passing through 
Oxford’s waterways. 

Boaters on Oxford Canal, the River Thames 
and the Cherwell could be made to relocate 
every 48 or 72 hours to avoid fines of up to 
£1,000. In September, Green Party joint leader 
Caroline Lucas warned the move could create a 
‘precedent’ that could be used in other towns 
and cities.

THE sights and sounds of the 
Michaelmas Fair took over 
Banbury town centre last 
week. 

The chartered street fair brings 
entertainment and thrills to thou¬ 
sands and is Banbury’s biggest 
street event in the year. 

It officially opened last Wednes¬ 
day with the handing-over of a 
symbolic Golden Key from the 
Wilson family, which owns the 
fair, to town representatives. 

Cherwell District Council 
chairman Chris Heath and Ban¬ 
bury Mayor Gordon Ross then 
toured the fairground, granting 
a free turn on any ride to anyone 
touched by the key. 

Mrs Heath said: “It may be one 
of the Banbury’s oldest and most 
historic traditions but it remains 
one of the most popular. 

“The fun of the fair spans gen¬ 
erations from little ones dazzled 
by the lights, youngsters test¬ 
ing their nerve on the rides and 
adults who simply stroll around 
the attractions reliving their own

happy childhood memories of the 
fair.” 

The Michaelmas Fair is more 
than 400 years old and began as 
a hiring fair, becoming a pleas¬ 
ure fair from the mid-1850s with 
swinging boats, a shooting gal¬ 
lery, peep shows and circus per¬ 
formances. In 1855, 20,000 people 
descended on Banbury on a single 
day for the start of Michaelmas. 

This year, the three-day fair 
brought the usual array of food 
stalls selling traditional treats 
such as candy floss and toffee ap¬ 
ples, and side-shows such as the 
coconut shy and hook-a-duck. 

Gentler rides such as the merry- 
go-round and carousel were on of¬ 
fer as well as bigger rides includ¬ 
ing the Miami, Superbowl and 
Waltzers. 

Five-year-old Jessica Shurmer 
went for a spin on the Octopus 
ride. 

Her mother, Terri Haines, from 
Banbury, said: “We had a lovely 
night and were very lucky; it nor¬ 
mally rains.”

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Victim of bar 
brawl needed 
57 stitches 


AN ATTACKER who 
left his victim needing 
57 stitches after smash¬ 
ing a glass on his face 
has been handed a sus¬ 
pended sentence. 

Joshua Conheeney ad¬ 
mitted unlawfully wound¬ 
ing Michael Drummond 
during a clash in Ban¬ 
bury bar Also Known As. 

Recorder John Gallagh¬ 
er gave him an 18-month 
prison sentence, suspend¬ 
ed for two years, and said 
he must pay £1,000 com¬ 
pensation to his victim. 

Sentencing last Thurs¬ 
day, the recorder told the 
25-year-old roofer: “You 
really would not be doing 
much good to yourself, 
your family, your partner 
or her child, by getting 
yourself locked up. 

“You have every reason, 
let’s be blunt, to be utterly 
ashamed, because it’s by 
the grace of God that Mr 
Drummond’s injuries 
were not worse.”

Stone told the court Mr 
Drummond spotted Con¬ 
heeney speaking to one of 
his friends on a night out 
on August 16, walked over 
and shoved the defendant. 

Mr Stone said Conheen¬ 
ey declared he did not 
want to fight and walked 
away, but Mr Drummond 
followed him. 

Conheeney, of Lans- 
down Close, Banbury, did 
not “engage” with his 
victim, leading Mr Drum¬ 
mond to walk away, Mr 
Stone added. But the de¬ 
fendant struck his victim 
hard to the face, forcing 
Mr Drummond to tumble 
to the ground, shielding 
his face with his arms. 

The court was told Mr 
Drummond recalls not 
having the chance to de¬ 
fend himself but eventu¬ 
ally managed to get to his 
feet. He pointed out Con¬ 
heeney to pub staff, who 


also broke up a “melee” 
involving customers who 
had spotted the attack, 
Mr Stone said. 

Jonathan Coode, defend¬ 
ing, said “genuinely re¬ 
morseful” Conheeney did 
not realise a small cock¬ 
tail glass was in his hand. 

Mr Coode said Mr Drum¬ 
mond had made unpleas¬ 
ant comments about the 
defendant’s girlfriend and 
ex-partner, and Conheen¬ 
ey repeatedly asked him 
to “leave him alone”. 

He added Mr Drum¬ 
mond had admitted drink¬ 
ing more than 20 units of 
alcohol and said the vic¬ 
tim had been physically 
violent first, pushing 
Conheeney in the chest. 

He added a single blow 
had caused the “real dam¬ 
age” to Mr Drummond. He 
presented 15 character 
references for Conheeney 

Conheeney was also 
ordered to carry out 200 
hours’ unpaid work, pay 
£500 costs and do a 25-day 
rehabilitation activity

Act now to provide aid for refugees

A T THE end of September 
Save the Children arranged 
for me to visit Jordan. 

They know I have long been a 
vociferous supporter of targeting aid 
to Syrian refugees; it costs around 
£29,000 to resettle a refugee in 
Europe, but about £2,300 to do so in 
Jordan. 

I wanted to see first-hand how the 
money we send in aid is spent. I 
visited refugee camps, educational 
projects and met many refugees, 
local officials and aid workers. 

I visited some of the country's 
refugee camps including Za'atari, 
the second largest refugee camp in 
the world. Za'atari is only 15km from 
the Syrian border and houses nearly 
80,000 Syrian refugees - greater 
than the population of Banbury and 
Bicester combined - providing them 
with protection, food and water. 

From what I saw and the people 
I spoke to, those in the camp were 
safe and able to access healthcare, 
education, food and water. 

None of the refugees I spoke to had 
any desire to move to Europe. There 
want to sit out the war in the safety 
of Jordan, and to go home to Syria as 
soon as possible. 

Children in the camp are given a 
degree of education by the global 


Syrian aid programme, to which the 
UK government has contributed 
more than £1 billion. 

This year, we are also funding 
school places for 50,000 Syrian 
refugee children who live not in 
camps but out in the community. 

I was able to see how some of this 
money is spent, and it is clear that 
significant progress is being made. 

Many of these children have 


reached the age of 10 with no formal 
education. 

The visit did leave me very fearful 
for about 80,000 refugees, who I was 
not able to see, who are stuck in an 
area known as the 'berm', just inside 
the Jordanian border. Following a 
terrorist attack in June, the Jordanians, 
who have done so much to alleviate 
suffering, closed their borders to new 
refugees. These people have amassed 


in this area, and, apart from one aid 
drop via crane in August, they have 
had no access to humanitarian aid 
at all. Only a report from Amnesty 
International, using satellite thermal 
imagery, tells us anything about the 
number there. They have nothing, 
and the weather is getting colder 
by the day. I am doing what I can 
to talk about their plight here, but 
we must all put pressure on the 
international community to help with 
this worsening situation. 

The visit certainly gave me impetus 
to continue fundraising efforts to 
provide relief for Syrians affected by 
the terrible civil war. Last year, the 
Singing for Syrians campaign raised 
more than £100,000 for charities 
working in Syria. 

This year's flagship Parliamentary 
concert will take place in St 
Margaret's Church, Westminster, on 
Tuesday, December 13. If you would 
be interested in getting involved in 
Singing for Syrians to raise money for 
those affected by the conflict, please 
visit www.singingforsyrians.com.
